Burt for your whole Diſcourſe, Nob/e Peer, I muſt be plain in telling you, that nor I, bur 

the Likenels of it to that Speech you made in the Hoyſe, which being publiſhed, rhe Hangman 

committed to the Flames, hath publiſh'd-you the Author: And you do ſo mince this 4ſoci- 

ation, and turn and wind it fo tenderly, that it ſeems your own Projeftion, and a Brat fo 

taking in your AfﬀeCtions, that every Abhorrence of it is a Daggers point art your Hearr. 

You arc much in Labour to have it believed never to haye a Being, thinking rhat way to 

fecure it from the zcalous Abhorrors, and yet at every other turn, your Fondnefs of it makes 

yout break out into Commendations of it's pretty Features and Uſefulneſs.

It you take all into your politick Ark, whether teather- 
ed or naked, clovcn-footed, clawed, or hoofed, this Conjunction will make Erg/znd in the next 
Genetation, ſurpaſs any part of Africa for monitrous Iiluc, when thole of Baxter*s, Vincent's and 
Facomb's holy Proteſtant Herds, ſhall mingle with Prote/tant Muggletons, Protellant Quakers, Prote- 
fant Ranter!z and your Honour's, which is Proteant Atheiſts. Conſidering then, rhe impothibiliry 
of ſuch pretended Union in different Opinions, knit together in one Band of Religion, and yer,that 
if any one or more Part or Opinion be rczefted, rhe Project is that way inconſiſtent with whar it 
throws out, and would ſeem, becaule there's a Rupture made with the Mugg/etonian or Ranter, or 
whomfocver this Holy League reccives not, who yet hath as good a ticle to that Vecabulum of Prote- 
feent, as Fuck Pre«byter, fack of Leyden, Ceorge of Munſter, or Hugh Peters when he came from New 
England.

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ſer, but are themſelves pious and Ioyal Aſſociations, excellently atapted (ro uſc your Words) forthe 
Preſervation of his Majeſttes Perſon and Dignity, and the Protetant Religion, new by Law. eſta- 
bliſh'd. Bur for vour ſo juſtly abhorred Aſſociation, which you would infiruate, was to have had 
the Royal Stamp, pray rel] mc where and when thoſe audacious Ryffans (who would not allow 
their King in the Management of his ſerled Revenues, the Priviledge which the meancſt Owner 
of a Charcel Leaſe hath, in the diſpoſal of it) did agree and conſent more than in the takirg the 
Covenant to ask the King's Leave and Liking » Or rather, tell me whether you would not firſt

Froma Perſonof good Credu I amallured,that this Gentleman, 
now Mayor of Gl. was jn thoſe times, with all the Fainily, ®pulled thar CF, becauſe Verfors af krown Loyalry7 Bur 3f tbe 
as you fay, it is not fo ſtrange to ſee deceived men undeceived; which happemng, notic are wont to be more zealons Main- 
rainers of the Cauſe, which they once oppoſed, Burt it mar he, you reflet on him.and the eminent Magiſtrate 4n the Ci 
of London, by reaſon of the Opinion received by many, *dar Rebcllien is never truly repented of: But 'tis a Miſtake for al 
though it be rare, yet we have ſcen divers Eminent Ferſorg, grcat in the Rebellicus times, far greater in the King's 3 as Col. 
7.B. and D.L.H. one of the five Members, yet 1mce a Pri Counſellor, and Ambatlador, entruſted with the weighnieſt AF 
fairs of the Realm ; and above all, the E. of S. whoſe Ri * es, Honours, and Truſts, were almoſt nnaccountable ; yet, ro ſay 
theſe were not Men of Principles atting uniformly, but ſw.az. t by Intereſt, & ready to engage with the ſame heat in every thing 
that lieth in Subſerviency to their Gain: What 1s this, but to upbraid thoſe pious, great, ard wife Miniſters of State with In- 
fincerity, which muſt be an Inlet to all Villany and Corruption; which for you to think, or me to ſay, were aCrime never to 
.be expiated. Therefore, if nothing in Mens Attions hos Manners dot] appear, but what ſpeaks them obedient, all good 
Men will rejoyce at their Converſion, notwithſtanding the* aftrightſal B of cheir former Tranſa&tions. 

As for your Brethren and Fathers of your Protcftant Corporation and Intereſt, diſcourſe them as you pleaſe at your own 
Icifure. But while your Zeal to the former Times tranſport you, no wonder you miſtake Men and Bubnck, and dream all 
things tranſa&ted after the Vſurjer's Mode, as if the Country-Gentlemen, Grand- Jurors, and chief Burgers of Corporations in 
thee days are like your Upſtarts, who were deed mere Teools,and guſt be managed like Puppets, cre they could ſqueek 
a pitiful Addrets to thoſe Bables of Authority. And then, you,mentioning the dificrent Opimons of.cthe Papzſts in our days, 
fron thoſe in Queen Elizabeth's Reign, in the Cauſc of Sucecfhion, make we wonder ar your either Error or umpot'ng Con- 
t::icnce,xf you either bclieve or would perſuade others to believe the whirling Zealots have not a Fapiſtical Rule and Method 
tcr all theydo and ſay; and change Senſe and Language asthey are taught from Rome. Y ou now all along ſay expreſly the ſame 
which they then; but the Cottrine introduced under the Title of rhe whole Clergy, Nobility, Gentyy,and Courtters Arguments , 
concerning the Succeſſion of Mary Queen of Scots, is wholly falſe ; for, whereas ſome of the Puritan Gang (which then be- 
gan to be tomewha? in eſteem with Religious Time-ſervers) did preach up,and throw ferth tuch Diſcourſes as you menticn, 
yet was it far from the Senſe of the Clergy or {:ncere Stateſ-man, who would nor alter from the Pattern of Loyalty ſet before 
them, and ſcaled with the Blood and Sufterings of tho® who drew it, 1m the Caſe of Queen Mary's and the Lacy Fewtngy 
Title tothe Crown. Tho' they faw the Danger, yet they had learned io believe in, and relye upon the Divine Prov 
o_ rakes iy for the Safery of the Church and bleticth it chiefly, when the Goternoxrs cerca renounee the Refige" of” 
mnairett Politichs. 


And then, what a Story you tell of Aſſþc/ations 1n Queen Elizabeth's Time? Which had they been entred into, without 
her Conſent, and of ſuch a Draught as this abhorred one, which you ſo much dandle, no I;noramas Fury ſhonld have reſcu- 
cd the Ahettors and Concealcrs from the Gallows. And yet you preſently deſtroy your own rare Tale in the following Fa- 
rapraph, by pratling where the King ſhould reign, even zn the Hearts of his a which you would ſuppoſe he doth only

And whereas ycu preterd theſe Addreſſes do proclaim the Weakneſs of the Government, you are out in that 
Note upon the Text; for, they moſt certainly magnifie 1r, rendring it glorious abroad and at heme, m' the Eyes of all, who 
wiſh che Profperitv of it, being alſo adiſhcartcning to it's Enemies, whether Forreign or Pomeſtick. Nothing can be jmagined 
more to encreale the Konours of Eſteem towards him 1n our Neighbours Aﬀe&tons, than to ſee the Readineſs of tne King 
of Great Britain's Subjects throughout the whole Kingdom to allcrt the Royal Prerogatives, and give ſuch hearty Engage- 
ments to defend his Wanefties Sacred Perſm, Crown and Dignities, the Religion by Law eſtabliſhed, and the Right of Succeſ- 
fton ; which laſt, 1s no 1cfs Reputation abroad and at home, than the former, becauſe all Difovres and Keart-burnings con- 
cerning his Succeſſor, diſturbing his Feoples Aﬀettions make him uneafee, and frequently proves of as1!] Conſequence roany 
Prince, as if his own Title were in Controverſie ; but that, fetled and undubnable, ſtrengthens his Power, and blunts rhe 
ſharpeſt Edge of Malice againſt that Prince that hath ſuch a Revenger of any his Reproackes or Injuries. And when the 
Heads and principal Members of all Counties, Cities, Towns, and other Corporations, do with fo filial a ReſpeR purge 
themclvcs of all ſiniſter Deſigns or Intentions towards the Crown, either 1n the preſent Fruition cr future Inhermance, and 
uut of the Ardency of honeſt Aflettions, abhorr all ſuch vitiated and rotien Mem as you and others, who are, and have 
been verſed in indireR and diſloyal Fraucs, not only Forreign Malignity, but yours 1s hereby ſhattered in pieces, and
